CHAPTER 10 


Every normal person wants a feeling of power. Not power over 
ether people, for that is a disease and abnormality. But every nor- 
mal person wants power over circumstances: poaver over situations; 
power over fear: power over weakness: power over themselves. 
And ... everyone can have that power. 

Everyone desires to be efficient: everyone desires to perform 
with skill. Efficiency is an element.in power. Without it there 
can be no grip or masteiy. There is great satisfaction in being 
able to do a thing well. 


Even a commonplace thing done well gives a glow of satis- 
faction not only to the person who performs it, but to all who 
witness it. This truth was recently brought home to me at a 
luncheon. 


THE SERVICE WAS BY AN old-fashioned butler, a master at 
his art. He had composure, a quality always to be admired. He 
was not in the least flustered as the average waiter or waitress seems 
to be these days. He took his job in his stride deftly and with gen- 
tility. Lingering after the luncheon, I said: “‘l want to congratulate 
you. I always like to watch a man who knows how to do his job. 
I admire the master of any art and I have seen one today in you.” 

He was pleased and said: “Beg your pardon, sir, it is an art. I 
learned it in England, sir, in the old days.” 


Upon the answer depends to a 
large degree your success and happiness. And the answer is—seek 
to hecome expert in the practice of your religious faith. There was 
a time when a reader at this point would explain: “Here is where 
we go from common sense to theory.” There is an old and false 
notion, happily disappearing in this country, that anything religious 
js theoretical—that it just doesn’t fit into practical life. But intelli- 
gent people nowadays realize that Christianity is not a Sundavy-go- 
fo-meeting thing, remote from practical living, but a scientific, usable 
technique. 

A prominent advertising man said to me: “There will be a defi- 
nite upsurge of religion in the postwar era.” 

“Why”? I asked. | 


You can be efficient! How?

“BECAUSE,” HE REPLIED, “after every great war, perhaps 
due to the dislocations incidental to war and the necessary 
readjustments, there is always a widespread desire for self- 
improvement. The best ways to improve yourself are by the 
application of either psychology or religion, perhaps by both 
of them. Psychology, in my opinion, however, does not go 
deeply enough; therefore, this postwar generation will learn 
that efficiency, the ability to handle people and to get along, 
the ability to do things well, is a product of practical religion.” 


This advertising expert went on to tell about a large account 
he had handled for several vears. It was a course in beauty culture 
for women, which he had prepared by employing outstanding 
authorities to write booklets on various phases of the subject. 

* . * 

One pamphlet told how to take care of the bodv: another how 
to eat properly; another how to use cosmetic preparations. The 
course was designed to release the inner charm and beauty of the 
feminine personality. This course, together with a kit of cosmetic 
articles, had been sold to more than a quarter of a million persons. 

A new project was to teach men how to be effective. The 
client was a clothing house and a series of pamphlets was under 
preparation, cach teaching a man how to be his full self and com- 
pletely release his personality. f

FOR EXAMPLE, A FAMOUS athletic director was writing a 
pamphlet on exercise. Another expert was writing on how to wear 
clothes properly. ; 

But the crux of the matter. said the advertising man, “is to 
teach our customers how to think; how to release the deeper 
spiritual self.” 

A psychiatrist of undisputed standing stated that one of the 
most powerful forces is released through a formula in Matthew 
which reads: ‘All things, whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, believ- 
ing. ye shall receive.” He offered it as his opinion, based on long 
experience in his profession, that when a patient’s mind is condi- 
tioned in terms of this scriptural verse, then the most amazing 
changes can and do take place. 

“Faith,” he said, “possesses a tremendous healing property and 
power-producing force.”

I SPENT AN AFTERNOON not long ago in the home and labora: 
tory of the late Thomas A. Edison. Mrs. Edison showed me memen- 
toes of the distinguished inventor, unquestionably one of the greatest 
geniuses of all time. 

Mrs. Edison said to me that after World War I, Mr. Edison 
told her that in the next war the great lack would be rubber. 
He stated that the chances were that our rubber supply would 
be imperiled, if not cut off—which revealed astounding fore- 
sight in itself. 

Realizing that it would be important to develop domestic 
sources of rubber, Edison began his experiments. In his pains- 
taking and thorough manner, he examined innumerable plants 
in the hope of finding rubber. 

Finally he gave orders to his associates to take some sickles and 
go out in the New Jersey meadows and cut down all the plant varie- 
ties they could find. The specimens were laid on tables and pains- 
takingly examined one by one. 

. * « 

Finally Edison discovered in the well-known and commonplace 
goldenrod the latex he was seeking. At first he produced five per- 
cent of rubber, later 10 percent and then 15 percent. This was 
the experiment upon which he was working just before his death. 

The lesson to be drawn from the example of Edison is this: Some 
people approach spiritual laws with the rational and factual atti- 
tude of the scientist and find at first a small percentage of truth 
that results in a degree of power. 

Those who keep on operating the law, investigating and working 
with it, increase the percentage and as they do, there is released into 
their lives mentally, physically and spiritually an increasing power 
and efficiency that gives them a grasp and mastery far beyond 


other people.

YEARS AGO EMERSON said there are unexplored chambers 
of the human mind which some day will be opened to release un- 
realized spiritual powers. A French psychiatrist says that there 
is another element present in the mind bevond the conscious an 
the subconscious. This element he terms “the superconscious.” The 
characterization is interesting. Perhaps it was to this “supercon- 
scious” that Christ referred when He said: “If you have faith... 
‘"othing shall be impossible unto you.” 

When His disciples commented upon the greatness of the 
works He was doing, He said: “Greater works than these shall 
ye do.” We read that “He marveled because of their unbelief.” 
That is to say, He was astonished that people who had such 
potential power would not release it. 

It is entirely likely that in you is locked up all the power 
and efficiency you need. Evidence gained in thousands of 
cases indicates that the only sure way of releasing it is to be- 
come expert in the faith mechanism described in the New 
Testament. 

Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker discovered this principle vears ago. 
He himself told me about his discovery. In an automobile race he 
was coming down the home stretch with his throttle wide open. 

Due to his sensitive “feel” of the mechanical workings of his 
automobile; he became aware that something was wrong. At the 
rate of speed he was traveling, this might spell disaster. He says: 
“A momentary tremor of fear crossed my mind, but... 1 lifted up 


my mind.”

HE RELATES THAT A FEELING of exultation passed through 
him. It was an overwhelming and absolute conviction that he 
could bring that machine in, not by his hands, but by the pé@wer of 
his mind. 

He doesn't say this boastfully, but explains that at the time

quainted with the power of the human mind over conditions, 
circumstances, material things. Indomitable mastery and con- 
trol over adversity er opposition is exercised by the mind 
when the driving energy.of faith is released. 

All around you at this moment is divine healing energy. The 
very atmosphere is charged with it. If you will practice faith, you 
ean be healed of ill will, inferiority, fear, guilt or any other block 
which impedes the flow of recreative energy.

A Fulton County liquor store 
operator miraculously escaped 
death when he was shot in the 
head by one of a three-man bandit 
team which robbed his Northside 
store last nieht. 

Willie Walter Bryce, 57, of 1321 
Iverson St., operator of the Knob 
Hill Liquor Store at 1527 North- 
side Dr., N. W., was treated at 
Grady Hospital for a painful scalp 
wound. Physicians said the slug 
from a .45 caliber pjstol furrowed 
Bryce's scalp. They said if the bul- 
let had struck a fraction of an 
inch lower it probab!y would have 
been fatal. 

Atlanta and Fulton County Po- 
lice broadcast a State-wide alert 
for the bandits who eniered the 
store on the pretext of buying 
whiskey then forced Bryce into a 
back room. 

The operator told Fulton Police 
Et. J. FW. Giert antl Fi. ¢:. 4. 
Hughes and M. H. Williams the 
three men forced him to lie on 
the floor while they rifled the 
cash register.

As soon as the bandits left on 
foot, Brvce staggered to Northside 
Drive and flagged a passing motor- 
ist who called police. 

Fulton bloodhounds were rushed 
te the scene but were unable to 
pick up a trail.

One was reported 
wearing a brown leather jacket 
and a second was Said to be wear- 
ing tan trousers. No description 
was available on the third man.

development, Perry Hall, a partner in the firm of Morgan, | 
Stanley & Company, securities underwriters, of New York’ 
City, said here vesterday after an inspection of the North’ 
Georgia properties of the Georgia Power Companvy. 


Hall heads a group of five se- 
curity analysts here to look over 
the properties and the operation 
of the subsidiaries of the South- 
ern Company. which on Nov. 29 
will sell to the highest bidder 
1,500,000 shares of common 
stock. Hall and his party are pre- 
senting a sygdicate comprised of 
Morgan, Stanley and Company, 
Kidder, Peabody and Company 
and Merrill, Lynch, Pierce, Fen- 
ner and Beane. With the more 
than $15,000,000 which the South- 
ern Company hopes to obtain from 
this sale, it will help to finance 
the expansion program of its sub- 
sidiary companies, including the 
Georgia Power Company. 

The party arrived in Gaines- 
ville early vesterdayv, saw hydro- 
electric plants and inspected Plant 
Atkinson here. Today the party 
will go to Plant Yates, near New- 
nan; Plant Arkwright, near Ma- 
con: to Columbus and thence into 
Alabama to look over the plant 
of the Alabama Power Company. 

“IT was tremendously impressed 
with the industrial developments 
I've seen today in Georgia,” Hall 
said.

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Tax Revision--at Last? 


Gov. Talmadge’s announcement that a 
tax. revision program will be ready for 
members of the General Assembly before 
the Dec. 15 deadline means there is a good 
chance for long-needed action at the Jan- 
uary session or at a special session follow- 
ing that. 


The Governor apparently means to get 
behind the program with the full sup- 
port of his administration. It was learned 
a subcommittee comprised of an “inner 
circle” of Talmadge followers will draft 
the recommendations which will be sub- 
mitted to the full Committee for approval. 


Prior to the Governor’s announcement 
late yesterday there had been much specu- 
Jation over whether the Committee would 
risk any recommendations at all to be 
acted upon in a political year. There was 
some validity to the objections, but we 
have believed all along that a complete 
tax revision program can be enacted 


Why Not West Peachtree, 


We have been impressed with the man- 
ner in which the white lines delineating 
the various lanes have speeded traffic on 
Peachtree\ 


Despite the fact that, so far as we have 
noticed, police have not been making; ar- 
rests -for straddling lanes or weaving 
from one to the other, the vast majority 
of drivers have been observing them, the 
result being that two lines of traffic are 
usually moving where before there was 
generally but: one. 


Steel, Coal and Monopoly 


The virtual end of the steel strike, in- 
cluding settlement of the strike against 
Atlantic Steel in Atlanta, and resumption 
of coal mining on a temporary basis, mean 
the nation’s economic machine, which had 

sputtered to a dangerous slowdown, will 
pick up speed from here on out. 

John Lewis, in his usual bombastic 
pomposity, declared the miners were sent 
back to their jobs for “public conven- 
ience.” The truth is Mr. Lewis wanted to 
forestall Government action. 

It is extremely unlikely that the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers’ chief again will call the 
workers off their jobs when the present 
arrangement expires Nov. 30. 

The Steelworkers’ Union has won “a 
considerable victory. Concessions by the 
companies, all following the pattern of 
the Bethlehem agreement, go beyond the 
recommendations of the President’s Fact- 
Finding Board in cost. Steel officials esti- 
mated the Board’s recommendations 
would cost $3 per ton. The cost of what 
the union has won will run to about $4. 

Already one concern, Crucible Steel, 
has told the union it could not afford to 
pay and asked for negotiations on a lesser 
settlement. The union answered by re- 
suming picketing of the plant. 

Philip Murray, President of the union, 
previously declared that any company 
which cannot afford pension and insur- 


- 


in 1950 if the administration was willing 
to get behind it. That, Gov. Talmadge now 
apparently is willing to do. 

By his action some months ago in fill- 
ing the Tax Revision Committee with his 
own appointees and yesterday’s appoint- 
ment of close supporters as members of 
the drafting subcommittee, the Governor 
has assumed full- responsibility for the 
fate of proposals for much-needed reform 
of Georgia’s tax structure. Apparently he 
intends to confront the people in next 
year’s campaign with positive accomplish- 
ment rather than a promise for future per- 


formance. 


The Tax Revision Committee has 
worked hard and earnestly. If the con- 
crete proposals which finally are sub- 
mitted follow the obvious needs outlined 
in the hearing and investigations, the 
people can be expected to support them 
to the utmost when they are brought be- 
fore the General Assembly for action. 


Too? 


On West Peachtree, much of which is 
unlined, it is a different story. As soon as 
the lines end, motorists move over into 
the middle of the right half of the street 
and the two lines of swift-moving traffic 
coagulate into one slow one. The result is 
that everybody moves along only half as 
rapidly. 

Why not line off West Peachtree and 
every other access route? 

Until the expressways are finished, we 
need every possible help to facilitate the 
traffic flow. 


ance payments ought not to be in business. 
The settlement.which the Steelwork- 
ers’ Union has wrung from industry is de- 
cidedly in favor of the larger operators— 
the very operators whom the union and 
its parent organization, the CIO, denounce 
at every opportunity as “monopolies.” 
The truth is the Union itself holds a 
practical monopoly on steel production in 
this country. It called a strike which suc- 
ceeded in reducing, within a few days, the 
production of steel from 85.6 percent of 
capacity to 9 percent. Any corpofation 
which controlled that proportion of the 
production in any field promptly would 
be brought into court under the antitrust 
laws. ° 
Mr. Lewis’ union, of course, has a sim- 
ilar monopolistic hold on coal production. 
Thus, though we have for all practical 
purposes the end of the steel strike and 
not much likelihood of another coal stop- 
page this year, the conditions which allow 
two men, acting separately or together, to 
endanger the livelihood and well-being of 
millions have not been changed one bit. 
These two are able, even encouraged, to 
promote monopoly out of one side of the 
mouth while denouncing it from the other 
—and all the while thev themselves are 
operating the most powerful bona fide 
monopolies which exist in this country. 
The situation doesn’t make sense.

Highways and Politics

Costly Decision 


One of the promises Gov. Herman Talmadge 
made to the people of Georgia during the 1948 
campaign was a constitutional highway board . 
to free the State road program from political 
domination by the Governor. That was one of 
the first promises he broke. Now he has com- 
pounded the breach. 

The Governor's radio speech last Saturday. 
in which he announced plans to abandon the 
bridge over Turtle River near Brunswick on 
which $3,000,000 already has been spent, may 
turn out to be one of his worst political blun- 
ders. It certainly demonstrates as vividly as any 
single act could what is wrong with Georgias 
highway program. 

The wisdom of building the bridge over Turtle 
River, at a total cost of probably $6,500,000 might 
originally have been open to question. But it 
is too late to do much about it even if the original 
decision was wrong. The State has a contract 
with the Federal Government to build the road, 
rerouting U. S. Highway 17 between Savannah 
and Jacksonville. State and Federal money to- 
taling $3,000,000 already has been spent. The 
Federal Government is not likely to allow this 


costly structure to stand as a “mute reminder” 

either of Talmadge or Thompson politics, even 

if the Governor does want it that wavy.

Waste of Money? 


The Federal Public Roads Department has 
been trying to get the State to relocate U. S. 17 
so as to eliminate two elbow turns that take up 
several miles on U. S. 17. The construction of 
the new Turtle River bridge will shorten the 
route from Brunswick to Jacksonville. This 
bridge is on U. S. 17 and has nothing to do with 
Jekyll Island. U.S. 17 could be moved further 
inland and by-pass Brunswick, thereby elimi- 
nating part of the cost of the present Turtle 
River bridge, that is what the Talmadge admin- 
istration hopes to do.

Iran, Too, Courts U. 8. Aid 


WASHINGTON—British representatives, who watched with 
much perturbation the doings of Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru 
of India in the United States, are even more disturbed over the 
arrival in this country next Wednesday of Mohammed Riza Pahlevi, 
the 30-year-old Shah of Iran. 


The British concern as to both of these countries is because thev 
long have looked mainly to Britain for economic guidance, but now 
are openly flirting with the United States in that respect. 


Especially has the British Government, through its Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Company, for the past 48 years enjoyed a virtual monopoly of 
Iranian oil production. And while Iran is not classed technically 
as a member of the sterling bloc, it has been compelled to take 
British currency or goods in payment for its share of oil income, 
and it has been under heavy pressure not to spend cash so ac: 


quired in dollar markets. 

I k - The Iranians not only are increasingly irked by these 
Ke restrictions because of their preterence for many types 
of American goods, with which they came in contact during the 
war, but they are openly bidding for American capital investment 
in Iranian enterprises—including oil production. 


Iranian spokesmen here say that Americans in Iran during the 
war, and as industrial managers and government advisers since the 
war, are unique among foreigners so stationed in that they have 
neither sought economic preferences nor imposed on Iranian sov- 
ereignty. 

American relief funds, and the so far very limited American 
military aid to Iran, say its representatives, have been supplied 
entirely without countercommitment, and American Iranian busi- 
ness dealings have been exclusively between private citizens of the 
two countries. 


While Mr. Nehru took great pains to establish that his 
Fear country was neutral in the cold war, the Iranians make no 
bones of their fear of Russia and their dependence upon the Western 
democracies—especially the United States—in the event of a Rus- 
sian attack. 

The Shah will be after all he can get in the wav of war materials 
and military advice. He is expected to assert that the present 
Iranian army of 115,000—inadequately trained and equipped— 
could be built to 1,000,000 with comparatively modest contribu- 
tions of American equipment. 7 

Iran is not looking for the more expensive things, such as air- 
planes and tanks. Because their Azerbaijan border with Russia is 
mountainous, what they need most is bazookas and other light 
artillery, mules to tote these arms, and trucks, jeeps and railroad 
equipment to build up their supply system. 

What the Shah may bid for most of all is American backing for 
a defense combination against Communism in the Middle East, on 


the lines of the North Atlantic Defense Pact. 

Wall The United States and Britain already have given large 
military assistance to Turkey and Greece, thereby com- 

mitting themselves at least inferentially to come to the aid of these 

countries if they should be attacked. 

The Iranians argue that it is not much use to hold Turkey and 
Greece if the Russians are to remain free to march to the Medi- 
terranean and Arabian Seas by wavy of Iran. Therefore, they con- 
tend, the Near Eastern wall against Communism should be extended 
to include Iran and—to ward off completely any Russian march to 
the south—Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

All by themselves, the Iranians say, they are doing a lot toward 
stiffening their front against Russia. Immediately after the war, 
Iran was governed by a coalition of pro- and anti-Russians, and it 
was touch and go which would come out on top. When Russia 
launched its aggression against Azerbaijan in 1945, it undoubtedly 
was with the hope that this would scare the Shah into going all the 
way Communist. 

Instead of so yielding, however, the Shah proceeded to kick all 
Communists out of his government. Iran still is fearful of Russia, 
but not half so much go as it used te be.

It's No Disgrace 


Editor Contsitution: Pres. Jesse Walton, of the 
street car union, is all wet concerning his remarks 
about routine fingerprinting.- Fingerprinting may 
well be considered a_ prophylactic measure 
against crime to the same extent that vaccination 
is a prevention of such diseases as typhoid fever. 
smallpox, diphtheria and whooping cough. There 
is no more reason why it would reflect on any 
innocent person to be routinely fingerprinted than 
it would to be vaccinated to keep from having 
typhoid fever. 

We give the inoculations to prevent some of 
our most serious diseases before the person has 
the disease. Fingerprinting protects the innocent 
against suspicions of a crime he did not commit. 
If a man is innocent of a charge and is finger- 
printed the suspicion is ended, so far as he is con. 
cerned, and he is released. The protection is 
worth fully as much as the detection. 

We have swept typhoid fever and many other 
killing diseases from our State and largely from 
our country by such prophylactic measures 4s 
vaccinations. How do we know that crime could 
not be largely prevented also by appropriate 
prophylactic measures as fingerprinting? How do 
we know but that wnen fingerprinting becomes 
as routine as vaccinations that it could play an 
important part in preventing crime? 

No man who means to live right toward his 
fellow man and thereby be a good citizen has 
any reason to fear the slightest reflection on his 
character by fingerprinting. This is a wise precau- 
tionary measure and one where every law-abiding 
citizen should fall in line for his own protection 
as well as for society in general.

Anyway, the rogues were rare and exceptional characters and after all, 


a Wall Street hireling. 
there had been faithless bankers and clerics. 

The burden of my comeback was that thev 
were not exceptional but typical and I undertook 
to prove up on at least 100 of them—and did. 
Furthermore, I pointed out Bill Green never did 
anything to discredit any of them. Far froin it, 
he toadied to them, went to their drunken brawls 
and testimonials, eulogized the worst of them in 
language that would have strangled any honest 
man right in his throat, and, in the pinches, 
stood up for the crooks against the persecuted 
rank and file who innocently looked to Green, 
for deliverance and protection. 


Green is terrible, but prove something 
on him, prove that he is the real enemy of 
labor in supporting racketeers who abuse 
labor, and there stands Bill when the dust 
blows away, bumbling and bloviating as of 
old.

Malo- 
ney and his associates are devoted to the 
principles of thoroughgoing Americans in 
every sense of the word. compromising nei- 
ther here nor there but defending those fun- 
damental principles at any cost, let the chips 
fall where they may.”

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What everybody ought to know... 
bout This Stock And Bond Business 


Some plain talk about a simple business 
that often sounds complicated. 


A little while ago we were talk- 
ing with the editor of a big na- 
tional magazine, a well-informed 
man. He said that he had never 
done business with a broker be- 
cause he was afraid he wouldnt 
understand the ‘lingo they talk.” 

Since we are brokers, you can 
imagine that was something of a 
shock ... made us think. 

The financial business does use 
a lot of specialized words, but 
there really isn't anything compli- 
cated of mysterious about what 
those words mean. Because we ve 
used them so long and so fre- 
quently, weve just assumed that 
everybody understood them. 

That has been our mistake. And 
a big mistake. For if people dont 
understand what stocks and bonds 
are, they aren't likely to invest 
their money in them. 

“So what?’ you ask. Well, 
here's “what’’. 

If people do not invest their 
funds in securities, American busi- 
ness and American government 
will not have the capital they need 
for growth -—- for new products, 
new plants, new jobs. That capital 
can come from just one place: 
People. Not just a few people 
with great fortunes — there arent 
many of them any more—but from 
millions of people. 


WHY WE ARE PUBLISHING THIS 
INFORMATION 


Or look at it from the social 
point of view. People who dont 
understand investments are easy 
prey for a wide variety of ‘‘get- 
rich-quick’ artists. 

Or look at it from the purely 
personal point of view. A lor of 
people might l:ke to invest their 
surplus savings where they could 
earn a fair return on them. But 
if they are unfamiliar with secur:- 
ties, they aren't likely to invest 
their money in them. 

For all these ‘reasons, it 1s im- 
portant that people should know 
as much as they can about this 
stock and bond business. 


But where do you start? 


Well, it would seem that a good 
place to start would be with the 
“Jingo” that our friend the editor 
complained about. And we might 
as well go back to the most com- 
mon words in the business. You 
may find a lot of this explanation 
pretty elementary. But the. next 
fellow may not be wholly clear 
about the exact difference between 
a stock and a bond. So we'll start 
right there, in the belief that you ll 
be obliging enough to skip what 
you already know.

What Are Stocks? 

The stock of a company represents 
the ownership of that company. If you 
own a share of stock in a company — 
let's call it the Typical Manufacturing 
Company — you own a piece of that 
company — a part of its plant, its pro- 
duction, a part of everything in that 
company. Hf the Typical Company has 
1,000 shares of stock and you own 10 
shares, you own one hundredth of the 
company, or 1% of it. 

Some companies have only a few 
shares of stock and a few owners, while 
others — the big corporations like U. S. 
Steel and General Motors — have mil- 
lions of shares of stock and hundreds 
of thousands of stockholders or owners. 


Why Should Anybody Buy 
Stocks? 

For the same reason that he might 
go into any other business for himself. 
To make maney. 

If you own 1% of the Typical Com- 
pany, you own 1% of whatever it 
earns. Normally, some of those earn- 
ings or profits will be paid out to you 
and the other stockholders as dividends 
— so much on each share. The rest of 


the earnings will be put back into the} 


husiness to do more work, make more 
earnings, more dividends. 


How Big Are Dividends? 


That depends on the company and 
how much it earns. Some companies 
pay out a substantial portion of their 
earnings as dividends. Other compa- 
nies, particularly those that are expand- 
ing, may plow a greater proportion of 
earnings back into the business. Some 
companies pay no dividends. Of all the 
companies whose stocks are bought and 
sold on the New York Stock Exchange, 
about 90% are paving dividends. (That 
was the record last year.) The average 
dividend paid by these companies is a 
little better than 6% of what the stocks 
are selling at. Thus, if you bought one 
share of stock in each you could figure 
on making 6% on your money in a 
year. Some pay more. Some pay less. 

Most companies try to pay dividends 
regularly. (The Pennsylvania Railroad 
has paid a dividend every year for 
more than a century. ) 

A company's board of directors de- 
cides what dividends will be paid and 
when. These directors are your repre- 
sentatives. You and the other stock- 
holders elect them, each for a definite 
term. Ordinarily, you get one vote for 
every share of stock you own. The di- 
rectors are the real heads of a company. 
The president and other officers are 


responsible to the directors for their’ 


management of the company. 
What Do Stocks Cost? 


The price of a stock, like the price 
of food or clothing, depends on how 
much other buvers are willing to pay 
for it, how cheaply those who own 1t 
are willing to sell. When a company 
first offers or “floats” its stock so that 
it can raise the money it needs to begin 
business, a specific price is set on that 
stock. But once the stock is traded in 
the market, its price is mot fixed or 

egged by anybody or any agency. It 
1s determined by free and open bidding 
— by supply and demand. 

That's why stock prices rise and fall 
constantly — sometimes rapidly. Some 
people who buy Typical Company stock 
do so not because they want to get the 
dividends that are paid on it but be- 
cause they think the price of Typical 
stock will rise and that they will be 
able to sell’it later at a profit. This ts 
risky business for anyone who cannot 
afford to lose money, because the price 
of Typical stock may drop. Nobody 
ever knows for sure what's going to 
happen to the price of any stock. 


What Are Preferred Stocks? 

In addition to its common stock, 
some companies also have preferred 
stock, weeally offered at $100 « share. 


This stock generally bears a set divi- 
dend rate, say of $4. Holders of pre- . 
ferred stock get those dividends before 
common stockholders get anything — 
that’s one reason why it 1s called ‘‘pre- 
ferred''—but if the company has a good 
year, preferred. stockholders dont, as a 
rule, get anything more than the speci- 
hed $4 dividend per share. 

The stock is also called “preferred” 
because if the company is liquidated, 
holders of such stock get a first claim 
on whatever assets may be left after 
creditors’ claims are satished. (Assets 
are property, such as plants or goods, 
that can be converted into money. ) 

Although preferred stocks differ 
widely in the exact terms of the pre- 
ferred treatment which they provide 
owners, they always offer tome prefer- 
ences. Hence, the prices of preferred 
stock usually do not fluctuate as much 
as the prices of common stock over a 
given period. 

Although preferred stockholders, like 
common stockholders, are part owners 
of the company, they often have no 
voice in Management, no vote in elect- 
ing directors. 


What Are Bonds? 


Bonds are a kind of promissory note. 
People who buy a company’s bonds 
lend their money to that company, and 
the company agrees to pay them back 
at a set date, known as the maturity 
date. For the use of the money, the 
company generally agrees to pay a set 
rate of interest ot, say, 3% per year. 
Bonds are usually backed by a mort- 
gage on the company’s property or by 
the general credit of the company. 

Unlike stockholders, bandholders are 
mot part owners of the company. They 
are creditors of the company. 

Of course, as creditors their claims 
must be satished if the company goes 
broke, before stockholders — the owners 
~— can divide so much as a dime’s worth 
of the company's assets — if any. 

Because bonds have this prior claim, 
they are regarded as the safest kind of 
security. That's why they appeal to 
conservative investors—widows, retired 
people, anyone who is willing to take 
a smaller return on his money, pro- 
vided it's a surer one. 

In times of economic uncertainty, 
bonds are alwavs comparatively more 
attractive than stocks. Their prices:do 
not fluctuate aS much as stock prices, 
because thev bear a fixed rate of interest 
and the element of risk 1s not as imme- 
diate a factor in the price. 

Of coutse, the price of any bond is 
apt to be depressed, especially if there 
is any suspicion that the company is 
having a hard time. 

In addition to corporate bonds, there 
are state, city, and government bonds. 
On state and citv bonds, the revenue 
from taxes is frequently pledged as se- 
curity for repayment. Back of U. S. 
Government bonds -- the highest-grade 
investment there is -— lies the integrity 
of the nation. Just that and nothing 
more, because nothing else is needed 
and nothing could add greater security. 
The integrity of the country is the 
standard of investment values. 

State and city bonds are attractive to 
many investors, because the federal 
government does not tax the income 
from these bonds, as it does the income 
from company stocks and bonds or most 
U. §. Government bonds. 

Bonds are usually issued in $1,000 
units (sometimes $500), but as a mat- 
ter of tradition they are usually quoted 
as though the price were a percentage 
of the face value. Thus, if a corporate 
bond is said to sell at 9814, it actually 
sells at $985. 

Government bonds are quoted in 
1/32nds. Thus a quote of 100.16 means 
100 16/32 or in actual dollars, $1,005. 


What Are Common Stocks 
WF orth? 


That depends on what people are 
willing to pay for them. And what they 


are willing to pay for a particular stock 


is largely determined by one factor — 
earnings. That includes what the com- 
pany 4as earned (its past record), what 
it‘ ss earning (its present state of 
health), and what it might earn (its 
prospects for the future). 

So you see it’s not just a matter of 
figures. It's a matter of facts... knowl- 
edge... judgment. How aggressive is 
the company? How good is its manage- 
ment? How popular are its products? 
What part of earnings will have to be 
paid out as preferred stock dividends 
or bond interest? After all, these must 
be paid first, and what is available for 
common stockholders depends on how 
much 1s left. 

Then you have to look outside the 
company and.consider the whole indus- 
try in which it operates. Is its future 
bright? (The buggy industry once of- 
fered many good investments.) And 
what about competitors? Are they in 
better shape than your company? Might 
thev take the market away from Typi- 
cal Manufacturing? 

Finally, you have to consider general 
business factors. For instance, will ris- 
ing costs of labor and raw materials 
pinch your company? 

These are just some of the questions 
to which the intelligent investor wants 
answers so that he can form a reliable 
opinion of what his stock is likely to 
be worth — somorrow’. 

Investment values constantly change. 
That's why this firm has always urged 
stockholders to “Investigate — then In- 
vest, and to keep on investigating af- 


terwards. 
% 


Why Do Stock Prices Change? 


At any given time, zyou may not 
agree with the price at which a par- 
ticular stock is selling. You may think 
it 1s too high or too low. 

There is a simple reason for that: 
What a stock is “worth” is a matter 
of personal opinion. But what it actu- 
ally sells at is the sum total of a lot of 
individual judgments about it. The 
price of a security 1s nothing more than 
the collective expression of all the 
opinions of all the people who are buy- 
ing or selling it. 

If a number of people conclude at 
about the same time that a particular 
stock is overpriced, they may decide to 
sell it, and the price will probably fall. 
Or they may think it is selling at bar- 
gain prices and decide to buy it. Their 
combined orders may cause the price 
to rise. 

That's why stock prices sometimes 
fluctuate sharply. Instead of changing 
by an eighth or a quarter of a point — 
which means an eighth or a quarter of 
a dollar—the price may change by 
several dollars, either up or down, in a 
short time. 

Whenever there is a sharp price 
movement in either direction, it may 
pick up momentum and continue for a 
little while. That's because such a price 
movement is likely to attract other 
buyers or sellers. 

For instance, if the price of Typical 
Manufacturing were suddenly to ad- 
vance from $25 to $27 a share, others 
might notice the advance and quickly 
conclude that it was a good buy. So 
they might decide to buy it too, and 
that would lift the price still higher, 
perhaps to $28 or $29. At that point, 
some of those who originally bought 
Typical stock at, say, $25 might decide 
to take their profit of $3 or $4 a share 
and sell out. Then the price might start 
down again. 


What Are Bull and Bear 


Markets? 


Sometimes a great many people will 
decide more or less at the same time, 
perhaps just on the basis of the general 
business outlook, that it 1s a good idea 
to buy stocks—all kinds of stocks. Such 
general buying action raises the average 
price of all stocks. If the price rise is 
hig enough and lasts long enough, we 
have what is called a hull market. 

A bear market is just the opposite. 
The average price of all stocks drops 
because of widespread selling. To be 
bullish or bearish simply means to be- 
lieve that stocks are going up or down. 

Incidentally, it is a simple business 
to keep track of whether the market as 
a whole is moving up or down, because 
almost every major newspaper in the 
country publishes daily the average 
price of some group of key stocks and 
reports whether that average is moving 
up or down. The Dow Jones Averages 
are the best known of these indexes. 


When Should You Buy or 
Sell Stocks? 


Deciding when to buy or sell is often 
just as important as deciding what to 
buy or sell. This matter of timing is 
particularly important to the specu- 
lator. 

But first, what is a speculator? And 
what useful purpose does he serve? 

A speculator is a man who buys se- 
Curities, expecting the price to rise so 


that he will make a profit on his pure 


chase, usually in a short period of time. 
Or he may sell securities expecting the 
price to drop. The important point 1s 
that he doesnt buy securities as invest- 
ments — for the sake of the dividends 
that they pay. 

The speculator performs a valuable 
service in the stock market because he 
is willing to take risks — and risk, the 
risk of a sudden price change, is an 
inevitable part of any free market, 
whether it be a market for securities 
or foodstuffs or any other commodity. 

Suppose you own stock in Typical 
Manufacturing, and suppose you want 
to sell that stock because you think the 
earnings outlook is bad. You might 
not be able to sell at anything like a 
fair price if it were not for a specu- 
lator and his willingness to assume the 
risk that you want to dispose of. 

But #0 one should speculate unless 
be can afford to take'rishks. We've said 
that repeatedly in public advertisements 
and in counseling our customers. 
Nevertheless we are isti 


to recognise the fact that there's eneugh 


desire for gain in even the most con- 


Servative investor so that he naturally 


wants to buy as low as he can and sell 
as high as he can. He doesn't want to 
lose an unnecessary dollar by an ill- 
timed purchase or sale. That's why 
we are always urging stockholders to 
make close and continuous study of the 
markets, for it is only through such 
Study that one can reduce the risks in 
deciding u Aen to buy or sell. 

That point is especially important 
with respect to the sale of stock. If you 
own a stock which has risen to such a 
high price that you wouldn't consider 
buying it, it is only good sense that 
you at least consider selling it. 

Too many people make the mistake 
of buying stocks, then putting them 
away and forgetting about them. That's 
bad business. If you want to invest 
successfully, youve got to pay atten- 
tion to your securities and be always 
alert to new investment opportunities. 
What may have been a good buy last 
year or even last month may not be a 
good buy-next year or next month. 

Like everything else in this world, 
“securities are perishable.” 


How Are Stocks Traded? 

There are thousands of different 
stocks and bonds — they are both called 
securities—but the ones that are bought 
and sold most frequently are those that 
are traded on the floor of the New 
York Stock Exchange. The securities 
of more than 1,100 major companies 
are ‘listed’’ on that Exchange, which 
means that they have been accepted for 
trading there. 

All buying and selling on the Ex- 
change is done between the hours of 
10 A.M. and 3 P.M., New York time, 
Monday through Friday, and 10 A.M. 
to noon on Saturdays except in the 
summer. 

What is the New York Stock Ex- 
change? Physically, it is a large area, 
about two-thirds the size of a football 
field, in the Stock Exchange building 
at the corner of Wall and Broad Streets 
in New York City. Functionally, it ts 
an organization consisting of 1,375 
members who have bought member- 
ships (commonly called ‘“‘seats’) on 
the Exchange. 

Many of these members represent 
brokerage firms whose primary busi- 


Mess 1s Carrying out the. orders of other 


people, the public generally, for the 
purchase or sale of securities. They are 
paid commissions for executing these 
orders for their customers. To provide 
Service for investors throughout the 
country, these firms maintain many 
branch offices. All told, there are 609 
member firms of the Stock Exchange 
that operate 936 branch offices in 370 
cities. Tis firm alone has 98 offices in 
96 cities. 


What Is the Stock Exchange? 


The Exchange ts a voluntary associa- 
tiom, as it has been since it was estab- 
lished 157 years-ago, and it functions 
as an open auction market. 

Before the Exchange agrees to list 
the securities of any company, it must 
be assured that the company is a sub- 
stantial concern, that its securities are 
legally issued, that those securities are 
widely owned, and that the company 
agrees to issue regularly adequate pub- 
lic statements of its financial health. 

Only member brokers can execute 
orders to buy or sell listed securities on 
the Exchange. If you give an order to 
someone who is not part of a New 
York Stock Exchange broker's organi- 
zation, he turns that order over to a 
member broker. In such circumstance, 
you may be charged a small commis- 
sion or service fee over and above the 
commission to the member broker. 


What About Unlisted Stocks? 


The New York Stock Exchange or 
“Big Board” is the biggest formal mar- 
ket for stocks and bonds, but there are 
thousands of security issues which 
arent traded on that Exchange. Many 
are traded on the 24 other exchanges, 
such as the New York Curb Exchange, 
the Chicago Stock Exchange, or the 
Los Angeles Stock Exchange. 

Still other stocks and bonds aren't 
listed on any exchange. These securities 
are called unlisted or off board securi- 
ties; they are traded in what 1s popu- 
larly called the over-the-counter mar- 
ket. Government and municipal bonds 
are mainly traded in that market. So 
are the stocks of most banks and in- 
surance companies, as well as the se- 
curities of many big corporations such 
as Time, Inc., Texas Eastern Transmis- 
sion Corp., and the Weyerhaeuser Tim- 
ber Co. By and large, however, unlisted 
securities are those of small companies 
that are apt to be better known locally 
than nationally. 

They are bought and sold not only 
by many brokers who are members of 
the New York Stock Exchange but also 
by thousands of local security dealers. 

Suppose a man in New York owns 
some stock in an Ohio machinery com- 
panv and he wants to sell it. He doesn't 
know what it’s worth because there 
is no regular market for that stock, 
and its price may not be published in 
the newspaper, as New York Stock 
Exchange prices are in many papers. 

He goes to his broker, and the broker 
may ask for a price quotation by phone 
or wire from other brokers or security 
dealers who trade entirely in unlisted 
securities. He may find that the best 
bid for the stock is $23, while the low- 
est that anybody else is willing to sell 
it for is $25. If the stock is traded very 
frequently, the difference between bid 
and offer prices may be less. If it is 
almost unknown, the broker may have 
a hard time finding a market at any 
price. In this transaction, the broker 
acts aS an agent and is paid a commis- 
sion. However, in many over-the-coun- 
ter transactions, the broker or dealer 
will buy the security himself, or he will 
sell such a security out of the supply of 
such stocks that he owns. In such trades, 
the dealer acts as a principal instead of 
as an agent, and the customer and the 
dealer agree ca what is a fais wet price, 


which includes a return to the dealer in 
place of a commission. In the end, the 
dealer may gain or lose on such trans- 
actions. 

Merrill Lynch handles over-the-coun- 
ter transactions either as a principal or 
an-agent as the customer chooves. Ifa 
transaction 1s handled on a commission 
basis, it 1s the policy of this frm to 
charge commission rates that are even 
lower than those that now prevail on 
New York Stock Exchange transac- 
tions. If we handle such transactions on 
a met basis, we believe our price will be 
as low (if you're buying) or as high (if 
you re selling) as any you are likely to 
find. Further, we will trade only those 
stocks on a met price basis whose quality 
has been approved by our Research Di- 


vision, 


Who May Buy Stocks and 
Bonds? 


Anybody — or perhaps we should say 
any honest and responsible citizen. For 
their own protection, brokers have to 
be sure about the responsibility of their 


customers because they accept oral or- 
ders to buv or sell. You'll find it a 
relatively simple matter to establish 
your reliability with a broker and to 
open an account. 


Many potential investors haven't 
bought stocks and bonds simply be- 
cause they don't know how to go about 
it. Some may have hesitated simply be- 
cause they don't know a broker. They 
mav even have thought of him as a 
somewhat unapproach&ble individual. 
He isn t. You can walk into anv broker- 


.age ofhce in America without leave. 


Finally, a lot of people probably 
have the idea that brokers only do 
business with people who invest thou- 
sands or tens of thousands of dollars 
at a time. Well, in our 98 ofhces we re 
proud to do business with people who 
talk in hundreds of dollars as well as 
people who deal in tour and hve hg- 
ures. Last vear, we found that 41° of 
our customers had incomes of less than 
$5.000 a vear. At the other end of the 
scale were some who counted their in- 
come in hundreds of thousands. So you 
see, regardless of how big a customer 
you are, vou ll always be welcome in 
any Merrill Lynch ottice. 

But mot everybody should buy 
stocks and bonds. We have consistent- 
ly said that nobody should invest in the 
stock market unless he has savings sut- 
ficient to meet an emergency.

How to Buy and Sell Securities 


How Do You Do Business 
with a Broker? 


Here is what actually happens when 
a customer — lets call him Kenneth 
Smith — comes into our office, at 70 
Pine Street to place an order for a hun- 
dred shares of Typical Manufacturing 
Company. 

Mr. Smith goes directly to the desk of 
the man who regularly handles his busi- 
ness. (Well call him John Ross.) Ross 
is registered with the New York Stock 
Exchange, which means that he is quali- 
hed as a man of good character and has 
passed an examination on the operation 
of the securities business. He is an em- 
ployee of ours, with the title in our firm 
of “account executive.’ He's a man who 
thoroughly knows his business. 

Smith might ask Ross for informa- 
tion about Typical Manufacturing trom 
our Securities Research Division, and 
discuss the findings with him. But in 
this instance Smith has already checked 
on the company and knows that he 
wants to buy 100 shares of common 
stock. So he gets right down to business. 

“What's Typical selling at now?:’ he 
asks. 

If Typical Manufacturing were one of 
the major companies, Smith wouldn't 
have to ask, for he could look at the 
big electric quotation board which au- 
tomatically shows the price at which 
the last previous sale was made. It also 
Shows the high and low prices for the 
day and the closing price on the pre- 
ceding day. The quote board in our 70 
Pine Street office provides that infor- 
mation on 209 leading stocks, but Typi- 
cal isn t among them. 

‘Sorry, I don't know the quote’, says 
Ross, ‘but I'll let you know in a min- 
ute . Ross knows he can get that quote 
by a quick phone call, and the account 
executives in any of our 96 out-of-town 
offices can give equally good service by 
using the leased teletype wires that con- 
nect direct to our New York head- 
quarters. 

While Smith waits, he looks at the 
Trans Lux screen on which the ticker 
tape is projected to see if any sales of 
Typical are being reported right then. 
When a stock is sold on the Exchange 
floor, that transaction is reported on 
the tape. The price is shown and the 
number of shares involved in the sale. 
Because there are so many transactions, 
it is necessary to use a kind of short- 
hand, and the various stocks are re- 
ferred to by initials or combinations of 
letters, such as C for Chrysler Corpora- 
tion, CP for Canadian Pacific, and 
CGW for Chicago Great Western. 

“Typical is quoted at 25 bid, 2514 
asked", says Ross in a minute or so. 
By that he means that $25 a share is 
the highest price that anyone is then 
willing to pay for it and that $25.25 is 
the lowest at which anyone is willing 
to sell it. 

“Shall I place your order at the mar- 
ket?’ he asks. A market order is one 


for immediate execution at the best 
price that prevails when the order 
reaches the floor of the Exchange, re- 
gardless of how the price may have 
changed — up or down a fraction of a 
point, sometimes more — in the interval 
between the time the order is placed 
and the time it can be filled. 

Smith agrees. Hissorder is immedi- 
ately phoned over to one of our booths 
on the floor of the Exchange. There one 
of our floor brokers goes to the trading 
post at which Typical is bought or sold. 
There are 18 such posts on the floor of 
the Exchange, and at each of them a 
certain number of stocks are regularly 
traded. 

At the trading post, our broker asks 
what the market is. Other brokers with 
orders to buy or sell Typical Manutac- 
turing make their bids or offers in an 
audible voice. Secret transactions are 
not permitted on the Exchange floor. 

Our broker immediately fills Smith's 
order at the lowest price at which the 
stock is offered, and Ross is advised by 
phone that the order has been filled. 

The whole operation may have taken 
only two or three minutes. Smith may 
still be in the office. If he is, Ross will 
tell him that the purchase has been 
completed. If he is gone, Ross will tele- 
phone him. 

As a matter of fact, most of our cus- 
tomers are apt to place their orders and 
handle all their business on the phone. 
Others do it wholly by mail. [t s:9’t 
necessary for a Customer to come into 
the office at all to place an order. 

A customer can, if he wants, set the 
price that he is willing to pay. This 1s 
called a limit order. Smith might tell us, 
for instance, to buy Typical only if it 
could be bought at 24!. Further, he 
might say that any such order 1s good 
for a day, a week, a month, or in- 
definitely. Then if Typical is ottered at 
2414, within the time that Smith has 
set, his order to buy is executed, unless 
there are other similar orders on file 
that have precedence. Of course, the 
price of Typical might move right on 
up to 26 or 27. In such case, Smith 
would have lost his chance to buy at 
25 or thereabouts. That's why any dect- 
sion to buy that turns exclusively on 
the probable gain of a traction of a 
point 1s apt not to be a good decision 
for most investors. 

Limit orders can also be used in 
reverse -- in. selling stock. Thus, if 
Smith onned Typical, he might tell us 
to sell his stock for him. 1f we could, 
at 26. 


How Big Does an Order 
Have to Be? 


One hundred shares — a “round lot” 
—is the usual unit of trading on the 
New York Stock Exchange. But that 
doesn't mean that a customer can only 
buy or sell a hundred shares at a time. 


Many people want to buy only 5 or 10 


or 25 shares at a time. These are called 
odd lots. 

Suppose Smith wanted to buy only 
10 shares of Typical. When we get 
that order we would hil it through an 
odd-lot dealer whose business it is to 
buy or sell in less than 100-share units. 
Such odd-lot dealers do business only 
with other brokers on the Stock Ex- 
change floor, not with the public. 


For rendering their service they 
charge one-eighth ot a point or 121 ¢ 
for every share of stock that they buy 
or sell to hill odd-lot orders for the cus- 
tomers of other brokers. 


Apart from that extra eighth, odd-lot 
dealers dont charge any more for the 
stock that they sell than the price 
prevailing in-the general market. On a 
10-share order for Typical, Smith 
would pay that price which prevailed 
on the next round-lot sale atter our 
broker gives Smith's order to the odd- 
lot dealer. Suppose the next sale was 
at 25. Smith would pay 25 per share, 
plus !, for the odd-lot dealer, or 25!,. 
If Smith were selling the stock, he 
would sell at 25, less 1g for the odd-lot 
dealer, or 247. 


What Does It Cost to Buy 
or Sell Stocks? 


All transactions on the Stock Ex- 
change are handled by member firms 
at reasonable Cammissions. The rates 
vary with the sige of the order, being 
a little less proportionally on big or 
ders than og aall ones. At the present 
time, however, commissions on stock 
On tener Olea 0.85 of 1°. 
On bonds the av@rage commission 1s 
even less. 

New York State and the federal gov- 
ernment also levy transfer taxes on 


security sales or transfers, but these 
involve only a few pennies a share. 


When Smith gets our bill the next 
day, it will state exactly what he bought, 
what price was paid, what commission 
is due, what postage or a tax, if any, 
is incurred, and what total amount 1s 
due. We do not make any charge for 
special services, such as research or in- 
formation or carrying an inactive ac- 
count or safe-keeping of securities, etc. 


After Smith pays his bill — prob- 
ably by check —- he can obtain his stock 
certificate which shows that so many 
Shares of Typical Manufacturing Co. 
have heen registered in his name and 
that he 1s entitled to all rights, privi- 
leges, and dividends due stockholders 
in that company. But Smith, like an 
increasing number of our customers, 
may find it more convenient to leave 
the certificate in safe-keeping with us. 
That way he has protection against 
losing the certificate, and it is right here 
whenever the time comes that he wants 
to sell the stock. He will thus be re- 
lieved of the responsibility of personally 
delivering it at such time. 


This isn't the complete story of 
how to buy stocks and bonds, of 
course. That would take volumes. 

All we have tried to do here is 
set down answers to some of the 
most common questions that are 
asked us. And we have excluded 
a lot of things many people are 
curious about but that bear little 
relation to a program of prudent 
investment for most people. 

For instance, there's ‘short sell- 
ing’, which simply means revers- 
ing the normal procedure — selling 
a stock first in the belief that it 
is overpriced, then buving it back 
at what you hope is a lower price. 


“WHAT’S THIS?...WHAT’S THAT?” 


Or maybe you'd like to know 
about buying “on margin’, which 
means buying partly on credit. 

In the main, these procedures are 
not important to the investor. But 
well be glad to tell you anything 
more you want to know. 

Other market terms such as 
“rights, ‘ex-dividend’’, stock 
splits’, “debentures”, “noncumula- 
tive preferred’, ‘stop orders’, and 
dozens of others we've had to 
omit simply for lack of space, but 
an understanding of them isnt 
likely to be important to most in- 
vestors, except in occasional cases. 

Again, for lack of space, we 


have not defined a whole host of 
financial terms that you are likely 
to encounter when you begin in- 
vestigating various companies. 
These terms are defined in a 
booklet, “How to Invest’, which 
we have just published. A basic 
guidebook for all security owners, 
this new publication develops in 
greater detail the story of how this 
stock and bond business works. It 
reviews the basic principles of 
sound investing, such as the analy- 
sis of market trends, the diver- 
sincation of holdings, and the 
management of a portfolio. We 
will be glad to send you a copy.

Trait Is Slowly Disintegrating 


This rabbit-skin trait, incongruous with $5,000 Aubusson rugs 
and breakfronts directly from English castles, is slowly disintegrat- 
ing, too, and as the Elsas-Felber duo put it, 

“Vanity is finally reaching the walls.” 

“Decorators have not always realized how smart it is to begin 
with one fine picture, pick up the colors and tones from it, and 
make a good room around it. It gives quiet assurance, an air, 
stability. You can’t get the same thing with a good rug, wallpaper, 
and prints on the wall!” 

There’s no telling the “average” taste of the Gallery visitor, 
except that it’s apt to be pretty good. In the current show of land- 
scapes, beginning with an unreal little Jewel dated 1490 by Patiner, 
to a group of smart, gay pictures by the sensational and imaginative 
Frenchman, Jean de Botton, casual visitors are drawn like magnets 
to the examples the Gallery directors know are their best. It has 
been so since the beginning . the Rembrandt, Titians and other 
old masters making their own compelling impressions. 

The John Constable, the magnificent Siberecht, the Esais van de 
Velde, painted with a peace that passeth understanding, with their 
benevolent, watchful trees and pastoral figures, reach out and 
pull sincere visttors to them and lead them into reminiscences about 
their own sunlit memories. 


What Future Artists May Do 


Someday, some knowing artist will turn the tables of the mis- 
tmesses of the Gallery and sketch them as they move around among 
their guests. Eleanor Elsas, the horsewoman, the concert pianist, 
will be dark, attenuated, sharply carved, her hair cut in an un- 
compromising bang, her lithe body at ease in a soft woolen suit 
and a cashmere sweater. Her eyes will be enigmatic, for there is 
in her a drive that has made her determined to give the Gallery 
to her own native Georgia, and still an indolence that keeps her 
from being grim about her work. 

Her friend, Anna Felber, should be the perfect picture of the 
Viennese lady. Her hair is golden, carefully brushed up into waves, 
and her laughter glistens with sparks of continental humor. 

They are apt to come early to the old red brick house on Ellis 
Strect, these two, and hustle paintings from the basement, uncrate 
them, and hang them themselves where the light will be most 
grateful. 

Their lunch may be eaten in snatches, between old gentlemen 
callers who once yearned for a Corot, and sincere young students 
feeding their souls on art, and their food will be a thermos of 
coffee, cheese, rye krisps, and whatever was left in the desk the 
day before.

“Top Hat” Cheese Souffle is 
rightfully a cheese classic be- 
cause it is a real masterpiece of 
the culinary art. 

Often women shy away from 
making this beautiful entree be- 
cause someone told them it was 
hard to make. We take exception 
to that, because at our house my 
husband, who is not a cook, 
makes perfect souffle. The rea- 
son—he follows the steps of the 
recipe to the letter. 


Perhaps the best authority on 
perfect cheese souffles is Marye 
Dahnke, Director of Consumer 
Service Department, Kraft Foods 
Company. In fact, all of us in 
the home economics field just 
say ‘“‘Mary Dahnke’s cheese souf- 
fle.” That stands for perfection. 


SURE-SUCCESS WAY 
TO CHEESE SOUFFLE 


Besides having the right reci- 
pe, three things are of utmost 
importance: 1. A smooth melt- 
ing cheese with a sharp flavor: 
2. A casserole of the right size: 
3. A steady oven of correct tem- 
perature. 

Here are the six steps to per- 
fection: 

1. Make a cream sauce using 
four tablespoons butter, four ta- 
blespoons flour, 142 cups milk. 
one teaspoon salt and a dash of 
cayenne. 

2. When the sauce is thick- 
ened and smooth, add !2-pound 
sliced Pasteurized Process Ched- 
dar Cheese. Stir until the cheese 
melts. 

3. Remove from the heat and 
slowly add six beaten egg yolks, 
while stirring constantly. Cool 
the mixture slightly. 

4. Slowly fold the cheese sauce 
into six egg whites beaten until 
stiff but not dry, cutting and 
folding the mixture thoroughly 
together.
